Delivering a major campaign 
speech in Boston, on Navy day, 
President Truman made that 
promise of no Munichs, no Dun- 
kerques, so far as the Americans 
are concerned in Germany. 

Speaking in a center of Irish 
Catholic voting strength last night, 
the President praised the late 
Alfred E. Smith and stressed his 
own opposition to Communism. He 
charged, on the other hand, that 
the Republican party had aided 
the Communist cause by support- 
ing efforts of Henry A. Wallace’s 
Progressive party to get on the 
ballot. 

The President said his fight, like 
that of Smith in 1928, is against a 
Republican appeal to “the pas- 
sions of prejudice and intolerance.” 

Describing the 1928 campaign as 
“one of the most shameful political 
campaigns in our history,” he said 
in his speech at Mechanics Hall: 

“A vile whispering campaign was 
spearheaded by the Ku Klux Klan 
and by Klan-minded people to dis- 
credit Al Smith. The Republican 
appeal was based on religious 
prejudice “because of Al Smith’s 
Catholic fafth.” f 


“Communism Must Not Spread.” 

As to Germany, Truman said, “We 
have taken the frank and firm po- 
sition that communism must not 
spread its tentacles into the west- 
ern zones. 

We shall not retreat from that 
position. We shall feed Berlin. 
and the people of Germany will 
be given their chance to work out 
a decent life under a democratic 
government.”

WASHINGTON. 
Department of Labor 
ported today average wholesale 
prices increased 3-10 of 1 per cent 
last week, as meat prices started 
a new upward trend. The depart- 
ment said over-all meat prices, 
which had dropped slightly but 
steadily for three weeks, increased | 
moderately last week. 

“Quotations for cows advanced 
sharply, while more moderate in- 
creases were recorded for steérs, 
light hogs and lambs,” the depast- 
ment said. “Prices of calves and 
poultry declined.” 
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On the average, wholesale mar- 
ket prices for the week ended last 
Saturday were 2 per cent below 
late September, but still 4.6 per 
cent higher than late October 
1947. About 900 basic commodities 
are included in the department’s 
weekly survey. 

Average wholesale prices for 
farm products went up 9-10 of 1 
per cent last week. y still 
were 3.7 per cent below late Sep- 
tember 1948 and 3.6 per cent lower 
than late October 1947. 

Food prices increased 4-10 of 1 
per cent last week, as higher 
prices were reported for fresh 
beef, lamb, mutton, pork, coffee, 
lard and flour. On the average, 
wholesale food prices last Satur- 
day were 1.5 per cent above a year 
earlier. 

The department's. wholesale 
price index at week's end stood at 
165.3 per cent of the 1926 average. 
The department uses 1996 as a 
base year in computing the index, 
and the average fer that year 
equals 100.

Henry Itleson, who founded in 
St. Louis 40 years ago the finan- 
cial structure which is now Com- 
mercial Investment Trust Corp., 
and who was its board chairman, 
died at his home, 965 Fifth ave- 
nue, New York, yesterday. He 
was 77 years old. 
Mr. Ittleson’s notable business 
career began through his associa- 
tion with the late David May and 
with old Famous department 
store here. David May was head 
of the May Department Stores 
Co., now headed by his son, Mor- 
ton J. May, and owning Famous- 
Barr Co. 
Officers of the May Co. were 


organization, in 1908, of his Com- 
mercial Credit and Investment Co, 
These, besides David May, were 
the late Moses Shoenberg, father 
of Sydney M. Shoenberg Sr.; the 
late Joseph Shoenberg and the 
late Louis D. Beaumont. The two 
Shoenbergs and their brother, 
Beaumont, who used the French 
form of the family name, wefe 
vice presidents of the May Co. 


Original Investment. 


The original investment in It- 
tleson’s company was $100,000. Its 
purpose was to advance fünds 
and engage in industrial and mer- 
cantile financing. Among the then 
small enterprises which it served 
with needed credit in its early 
years were Monsanto Chemical 
Co. and Dow Chemical Co., which 
have advanced to leading indus- 
trial positions. The last annual 
report of the credit corporation 
which was the outgrowth of the 
first Ittleson venture showed a to- 
tal of $2,635,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness in 1947. As of last Dec. 31, 
a total of $543,000,000 loans was 
outstanding. 

Successful from the beginning, 
the company came to have such 
large connections with eastern in- 
dustrial companies that in 1915 its 
headquarters were transferred to 
New York. There the name Com- 
mercial Investment Trust, com- 
monly shortened to C. I. T., was 
adopted. 

Expansion of Company. 

After World War I, in which he 
served as a dollar-a-year man in 
Washington, Mr. Ittleson started 
the program of expansion which 
was to double and redouble both 
the capital and volume of business 
of. the enterprise. Tentative be- 
gifinings had been made as early 
as 1916 in the installment and 


‘wholesale financing of automo- 


biles and trucks. After the war, 
Mr. Ittleson vigorously re-entered 
the field. Under financing plans 
sponsored by a large number of 
manufacturers, the 
network of C.LT. offices spread 
across the nation and into Canada. 

Motor car sales soared in the 
ensuing decade, as did public ac- 
ce e of the time-payment 
method of purchase, each making 
possible the other. C.LT., under 
Mr. Ittleson’s leadership and ag- 
gressive pioneering, played a 
leading part in this development

The business prospered 
even through the 1929 panic and 
the ensuing depression. 

In the 1930s, with capital and 
surplus in excess of $100,000,000, 
the company absorbed a number 
of other financial enterprises, 

Eight old-line factoring houses 
were among the businesses which 
were absorbed. This was in line 
with Mr. Ittleson’s early interest 
in the factoring form of finance 
in the textile industry, which had 
led him to apply its principles to 
other. lines of trade. These busi- 
nesses were combined into the 
three factoring houses controlled 
by C.LT., which were Commercial 
Factors’ Corp.; Meinhard, Greeff 
& Co., Inc.; and William Iselin 
& Co. Ine. In 1946-47 these three 
organizations handled a buginess 
volume just short of one billion 
dollars each year. 

Universal Credit Co., which had 
been affiliated with Ford Motor 
Co., was purchased in 1932 for 
$30,000,000 and was completely 
combined with C.LT. Corp., in 
1942, to form Universal C. I. T. 
Credit Corp., the present consum- 
er sales-finance organization in 
the C. I. T. galaxy of companies. 

National Surety Corp., the na- 
tion's second largest surety and 
bonding company, was purchased 
out of reorganization in 1936. In 
1939 Service Fire Insurance Corp. 
of New York was added. 

Mr. Ittleson's contributions to 
charity were large, and he gave 
time to their direction. He Was 
chairman of the board of trustees 
of the New York Federation of 
Jewish Charities; honorary chair- 
man of the United Jewish Appeal, 
and a member of the executive 
group of the American Jewish 
Committee. The Ittleson Family 
Foundation, created by him for 


non-sectarian charitable purposes, 


aided many objects, 

The financier lived as a youth in 
a Kansas farm region, and read 
law in a frontier law office in 
Colorado. His first association 
with the May interests was at the 
age of 21, as an employe of their 
Denver store. 


Mr. Ittleson is survived by his 


wife, who was Blanche Frank of 
St. Louis, and two sons, Lee F.

Voice from Slum Clearance Area 
Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am one of the many Negroes who 
ye in the No. 1 Eyesore of the city. I 
plan to vote against the bond issue. 
Why? Is it because I want 

‘slum area? No, it is not. 
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The Cutler Saite of the ‘Tilinois Legista- 
ture, headed by a Republican Representative, 
‘Reed F. Cutler of Lewiston, inspected state in- 
stitutions in 1947—seven years after Dwight 
Green became Governor. At one institution it 
reported: : 

We found No. 1d cans of tomatoes marked 
and labcled “below standard quality” pur- 
chased at 92 cents per can, S8imiler size 
cans of better quality tomatoes were sold at 
that time in retail stores at about 75 cents 
per can. 

How “economical” is state purchasing on that 
basis? 

On meat purchases the committee reported: 

In numerous instances, we found products 
to de defective or of poor quality. We found 
hundreds: of pounds of bologna, green with 
mould, not only on the outside, but all the 
way through, and not fit for human consump- 
tion; meat that was old, discolored and 
dirty; meat on which we could find no fed- 
eral inspection stamp, yet as appeared from 
the invoices prices were pani than that of 
good meat. 

How “efficient” is that? 

Or take the matter of sheets and nightgowns 
for state patients. Republican Cutler and his 
associates reported at one institution: 

We found 25,000 yards of sheeting, pur 
chased from a Chicego firm. To make it 
usable for bed sheets, it had to be ripped, 
then reseten together. Officers at the -insti- 
tution told us the cost of the sheets was 
about $3.80 each and that similar sheets 
could be purchased in retail stores at from 
$2.50 to $$ each, We found thousands of 
yards of materials, purchased and paid for 
as muslin, designed for use as gowns for 
patients; the material was tn fact cheese 
cloth, wholly unfit for use. 

How could state purchases be so mishandled 
as to cheat both the taxpayers and helpless state 
patients? The committee found ‘no accidental 
mishandling. Seeking out the firms doing this 
kind of business with the state, the committee 
reported that in Chicago it 

found two of the supposcdly competitive bid- 

ders in the same bduilding, under the same 

roof, with the same officers and employes. 
owned by the same people, and the name of 
one company over one door in the building. 

the name of the other over another door. A 

third firm twas found to also be a partial 

partner. 

Anyone who 1 these items need only 
to turn to pages 1618-19 of the IIlinois House 
Journal for 1947. There it is, signed by seven 
legislators. 

But these items hardly scratch the surface of 
what the committee reported. Moreover, the 
committee did not print the worst of its findings. 
As the Post-Dispatch now shows, some of the 
dishonesty was so shocking that certain mem- 
bers adhering to Gov. Green's party caused 
these parts to be suppressed. 

How much right does such a governor have 
to put up signboards describing himself as 
„good.“ efficient“ and economical“? 

How much cause does he have to ask the vot- 
ers to give him a third term” 

Fortunately for the people of Illinois, Gov. 
Green’s opponent is a man who has the courage 
to hit this corruption with hard blows.

Meanwhile, the TRPB charged, 
the real “Lid” actually was a 10- 
year-old bay gelding which was 
turned out on a farm in Massa- 
chusetts July 12 and has remained 
there since. 

Edwards, in his statement to 
the TRPB, said he had “prevailed 


upon” Earl Fercis of Bethel, 
Conn., to run “Don’t Delay” as 
Lid. 


It was in July of 1946, the 
TRPB alleged, that “Don’t Delay” 
had been used as a ringer twice 
before the Montreal incident. The

EDIT a little paper called, ‘The Journal of Human Fertility,’ ” 
said Dr. Abraham Stone, “and at a recent dinner I found 1 
Was announced on the program as the editor of ‘The Journal 


of Human Futility. However, when I look at the state of the world 
today, it sometimes seems to me that fertility and futility are not so 


widely separated after all.” 


Human fertility is a subject on 
which dark haired, bushy-mus- 
tached Dr, Stone is internationally 
known, experience ranging 
from assisting poverty-stricken 
mothers with birth control infor- 
mation at the Margaret Sanger 
Research Bureau in New York 
“which he directs to aiding the in- 
voluntarily childless, advising the 
maritally maladjusted, and holding 
pre-marital clinics, p participat- 

in world conferences on popu- 
lation problems, 

Personably as human and hu- 
morous as he is scientifically re- 
nowned, Dr. Stone was speaking 
with great seriousness on this last 
subject to the Planned Parenthood 
Federation of St. Louis at its an- 
nual luncheon meeting. The great- 
est struggle in the world today, 
he told them, is not man versus 
man, but man versus the land, 
swelling populations over shrink- 
ing resources,” The only solution: 
international programs of planned 
parenthood, 

“We have this strange dilemma,” 
he sald, “that the human popu- 
lation is increasing faster than 
ever before in the world’s history. 
Every year 20 million babiés are 
added to the population, and in 
spite of war, in spite of famine, 
in spite of destruction, there are 


200 million more people than in 
1939. 


“At the same time, world re- 
sources, food production, soil fer- 
tility is diminishing constantly. 
The answer is twofold; we must 
restore and conserve the soil 
through reforestation, new means 
of increasing food production and 
nutrition, and at the same time 
we must bring a better balance 
between the number of people and 


their available resources, provide 


facilities for voluntary control of 
families. Only this way can we 
solve the problem. 

“No matter how much we in- 
crease the food supply, we can- 
not solve it by that alone. The 
Director-General of the World 
Food organization of United Na- 
tions told us, at the International 
Congress on Population and World 
Resources at Cheltenham, Eng- 
land, in August, that unless we 
double food production in this cen- 
tury, we are bound to have a ca- 


tastrophe the like of which the 
world has never seen before. And 
then,” says Dr. Stone, with a wry 
smile, it won't make much differ-

While national Planned Parent- 
hood Federations exist in only 
four countries, England, Sweden, 
Holland, and the United States, 
there is tremendous interest, he

Along with all these accomplish- 
ments and titles Dr. Stone has 
still another, as secretary of the 
American-Soviet Medical Society, 
formed for the exchange of medi- 
cal information between this coun- 
try and Russia. Russian-born, 
though brought to this -country 
when he was 10 years old, Dr. 
Stone is still an accomplised lin- 
guist, and is called on to entertain 
Soviet scientific notables when 
they visit New York. His program 
is invariably the same. He takes 
them to such shows as “Oklahoma” 
and “Annie, Get Your Gun,” to the 
Carnegie Hall concerts and the 
Metropolitan Opera. These cultur- 
al excursions usually go off pretty 
well, though on one occasion, his 
association with the society got 
him into difficulties. 

“It was during the war,” he 
said, “and I was asked to inter- 
pret a Russian film for an audi- 
ence of 500, mostly Army and 
Navy doctors in Washington. 
Somehow the films got mixed 
and directly after the announce- 
ment of, ‘A Chest Operation’, we 
saw the surgeon making an in- 
cision in an abdomen.” 

It was at that point that the 
sound track went off completely. 
Dr, Stone, unable to lipread in 
Russian, found himself ad-libbing 
a running commentary on an op- 
eration which he had never seen. 

“Such a mix-up;” he half-laughs, 
half-sighs at the memory. “Why 
at one point in the picture, the 
film was accidentally turned up- 
side down, and I found myself 
saying, “The Russians have also 
done a good deal of experiment- 
ing with operations — performed 
while standing on their heads.” 


My Day

PARIS. 

HERE was one thing in par- 
T ticular that interested me 

very much in my visit to dis- 
placed persons camps in and 
around Stutt- oe 
gart. I had been 
almost afraid to 
go because I felt 
it must be so 
difficult to keep 
up any kind of 
morale where 
the people have 
to continue to 
live with ‘the 
thought that 
they simply are 
marking tim e. 85 
But, as ton ish- 
ingly enough, Mrs. Roosevelt 
the International Refugee Organ- 
ization workers have been able to 
keep up what appears to be a 
high standard of morale. For this 
and for the great devotion to their 
work, which was evident in the 
field workers of the IRO whom 
I met, I want to salute them for 
their job which is hard and in 
many cases heart-rending. 

The people in the camps are 
more or less cut off from their 
surroundings and have a sense 
that people around them are 
hostile. Some of them, of course, 
work outside the camp, but they 
knew only too well — Germans 
like 


everywhere would to see 


them leave Germany.

Obviously, West must have deen 
tempted te double three no-trump, 
but he restrained himself on the 
thought that his partner must be 
entirely “busted.” 

West opened the spade king, 
and declarer held up the ace. The 
spade queen followed; South won 
and laid down the club queen. 

Right here was one hurdle for 
West to get over. Observe that if 
he had ducked the club queen, it 
would have been all over. ‘He would 
have had to win the next club 
lead, and dummy’s whole suit 
would be good, with the heart ace 
for entry. West, however, passed 
this test easily—he went right up 
With the club ace. Next, he cashed 
the spade jack, but he did not 
cash the spade 10 as well! 

West had been doing some. 
visualizing. He knew that South 
was a conservative bidder, and 
therefore it seemed overwhelm- 
ingly probable that South had the 
missing club king, and either the 
ace-king of diamonds or the ace 
of diamonds and the queen-jack 
of hearts — perhaps all of these 
cards. If South had started with 
three clubs, the defensive position 
was hopeless; even if he now had 
the club king blank but had the 
queen-jack and another heart, the 
contract could not be broken. 
What West had to hope, there- 
fore, was that South lacked both 
the small club for entry to dummy 
and one of the missing heart 
honors. 

But first and foremost, West 
must not cash the spade 10 and 
thereby give South the chance to 
discard his club king! So West 
shifted to the heart king—and the 
declarer was fixed!
